In the new order of things, the 
real estate broker has changed real 
estate operations from a “game” to 
a profession. Not only is he a builder 
of cities but a builder of men; what 
his sales force lacks, he must be able 
to supply. For this reason the ‘se- 
lecting of salesmen is one of his great- 
est problems. The real estate field 


the prospects for gain are so promis- 
ing, that people from all walks of life 
are entering this field. 

For this reason the local real estate 
boards saw the need ‘of protection, 
and in order to throw safeguards 
around themselves and around the 
general public, had enacted the veal 
estate license law. These laws are 
now in force not only in the state of 
(;eoerzia, but in numerous other states, 
and have worked wonderful results 
wherever they are in effect. 

Licenses Mandatory 
Under the law, it is necessary for 

salesmen to have licenses under a 
licensed broker before they can sell 
real estate. If a licensed broker al- 
lows a non-licensed salesman to oper- 
a.: out of his office, he is just as 
liable under the law as the sales- 
man,

Malaria, like typhoid fever, and 
probably pneumonia, is purely an in- 
fection and it doesn't matter at all 
what the physieal condition of the 
prospective victim may be, so far as 
we know, if he happens to get the 
virulent germ somewhere he will come 
down with the disease in short order, 
It has nothing to do with the state 
of the vietim’s health at the time, nor 
with his ghysical strength, nor with 
his hypothetical “powers of resist- 
anee.” So far as we know. vou and 
l and the next fellow are all equally 
susceptible to these diseases, when we 
are in fair health, 

This chicken or egg  céntroversy 
raised again by the correspondent has 
two satisfactory answers. One an- 
swer is that there was a pair of chick- 
ens in the ark. Another is that an 
ege materialized out of the cosmos 
“nd by evolution developed Into a 
chicken, as the oak springs from a 
in the ground. 

The First Case of Malaria. 

Sevinning at the beginning, we 
might put it this way: No malaria 
pPiusmediim (germ), noe malaria, dust 
when the microsceopie organism that 
eauses malaria was created you may 
decide for vourself—it. must have been 
along in the third fourth dav of 
creation, when every creature that 
creepeth or erawleth upon the earth 
came inte being. Next dav came 
winged fowls, which probably includes 
Anopheles, and a day or. two after- 
ward came man. 

It isn’t sa easy to trace the pedi- 
gree of the malaria  plasmodium 
through the deluge, but it fair to 
assume that Mrs. Anopheles slipped 
into the ark and smuggled through 
some muxlaria germs in her blood. Once 
inside there with the folks it was all 
gravy for her. 

Anyhow the plasmedial line was 
preserved intact for quite a spell, un- 
til man Jearned something about the 
dirty work of anopheles mos- 
quifoees and the extreme repugnance of 
the malaria parasites to quinine,

Could it have been 
possible, after all, that Miss

Justice cannot say. Bessie Skeels 
has been tried and found not guilty. 
The case is closed. Mrs. Skeels at 
the time of her trial in Massachusetts 
was Suspected in several other deaths 
—though the evidence in these oth- 
ers was rather flimsy—but the Massa- 
chusetts verdict freed her of all 
charges against her. . New Jersey, 
which had announced that the woman 
would be tried for the murder of her 
brother, quit as soon as Mrs. Skeels 
triumphed in the Gay case.

time under suspicion as the arch- 
poisoner of some four or five per- 
sons, gained the distinction of having 
heen freed by the verdict of a single 
jury of two separate murder charges 
in two states. : 

Massachusetts tried Mrs. Lundgren 
on a charge of having murdered her 
elderly patient, Miss Florence Gay, 
retired school teacher of Andover. 
She was acquitted. 

New Jersey had wanted her at 
the same time to answer to an in- 
dictment of having slain her brother, 
Albert Wilkins, of Bayonne, but on 
this occasion Jersey justice, famed 
for its speed and efficiency, surren- 
dered without a struggle. 

Mrs. Lundgren’s acquittal in Massa- 
chusetts satisfied New Jersey 
that it was useless to wage hat- 
tle against this frail, pain- 
wracked woman. 
When she was tried in 
Lawrence, Mass., she 
could no longer walk 
and she weighed only 
about ninety

Charles W. Gay, who 
wis city engineer of Lynn, 
became separated from his 
wife.

During the trial, the de- 
fendant testitied that in the 
summer of 1917 Miss Gay 
suffered from what the nurse 
though was bronchial pneu- 
monia. The patient, how- 
ever, refused to have a doc- 
ior, so mts. Skeels took 
charge of the case. At 
about that time, said Mrs. 
Skeels, Miss Gay also began 
acting’ very queerly,  fre- 
quently locking herself in the 
bathroom and at one time 
running down stairs unclothed. 
Against the patient’s wishes, said 
Mrs. Skeets, .sne called m- or. 
Charles E. Abbott. He declared Miss 
Gay was suffering from a mental and 
physical breakdown. Miss Gay at 
this time was 44 years. old. 

The patient, further- 
more, suffered from a 
Skin disease which she had 

been treating unsuc- 
cesstully for many 
years. During the 
trial Dr. Charles J. 
White, of Harvard, testi- 
tied that he had diagnos- 
ed the disease as acnero- 
Sacea, Which he thought had 
been caused by indigestion, 
and had prescribed various 
salves, washes and tablets. 
Fowler’s Solution. 

He stated positively that 
he had not prescribed Fow- 
ler’s solution, which contains 
arsenic. The reader 
may remember that 
Fowler’s solution has 
tigured in other poi- 
son stories related in 
this Series.

Judge Mahoney called State De- 
tective Richard Griffin tonhis office 
soon after Miss Gay died an& as a re- 
sult Griffin went to the home of 
Charles Emerson in Andover, where 
Mrs. Skeels had lived. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Edith M. Luce, 
cousin of the dead woman and her 
sole beneficiary. Griffin found prop- 
erty which Mrs. Luce identitied as 
having belonged to Miss Gay. 

These articles included nothing 
more important than some sheets, a 
pair of gloves and a pair of socks— 
of all things. 

Mrs. Luce insisted, however, 
these were family heirlooms; 
the socks, for instance, had been 
worn by a civil war ancestor. She 
declared that considerable jewelry 
was also missing and that other 
articles in the room had belonged to 
Abbott dcademy students who had 
boarded at the Gay home. 

Detective Griffin subsequently ask- 
ed Mrs. Skeels to call at the And- 
over police station. There, on May 
7, 1918, he‘told her that she was un- 
der arrest for the theft of Miss Gay’s 
property. At this time, however, she 
showed him a telegram telling of the 
illness of her brother, Albert, in Bay- 
onne, and so, because of this and be- 
cause she promised to return the artt- 
cles, Griffin allowed her to go. 

The investigation moved on, how- 
ever, culminating in the exhuming of 
Miss Gay’s body and an autopsy being 
performed by state medical experts. 
After a very careful analysis, they re- 
ported their findings.

Miss Gay’s death had been due, 
they said, to an arsenical poison. 
Detective Gritfin made another 


visit to Bayonne. 

Griftin found Mrs. Skeels’ trunk 
in the Wilkins home and, search- 
ing it, Came upon a set of furs said 
to have been stolen trom the Gay 
home. ‘The nurse insisted the furs 
had been given to her by her 
mother. She denied all knowledge 
of the missing jewelry. 

The detective stated 
later that he asked Mes. 
Skeels if she ever had 
any arsenic in the Gay 
household and that she 
said no. Then he warn- 
ed her that he had visit- 
ed drug stores in And- 
over and Lawrence and 
he asked her if she had 
purchased Fowler's solu- 
tion for Miss Gay, Mrs, 
Skeels admitted that she 
had and that Miss Gay 
had shown her how to 
use it.

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A Pioneer Atlanta Teacher and His Pupils 


BY BURGESS SMITH 


N the years 1861-62-63 there 
stood on the little triangle 
bounded by Peachtree, Pryor 
and Houston streets a cheap, 
one-story, frame building 
used as a schoolhouse. In 
those days little importance was at- 
tached to athletics. There was no 
playground, the schoolhouse occupy- 
ing the entire area bounded by the 
three streets. The only outdoor sport 
was marble-playing at the intersection 
of Houston and Pryor streets. It was 
a rare occurrence that during the noon 
hour the boys—it was a boys’ school 
—were disturbed by a passing vehicle. 


The Teacher. 


The teacher was Alexander N. Wil- 
son, a man of magnetic personality. 
Several Atlantans who afterwards 
achieved distinction, recetved inspira- 
tion from his teaching. He was a 
strict disciplinarian, but rarely had oc- 
casion to administer corporal punish- 
ment. He appealed to the pupils’ 
sense of pride, and stimulated them 
to earnest effort by rewards and hon- 
ors. The War Between the States 
prevailed at that time, and the boys 
were all imbued with military spirit, 
and Professor Wilson, as a mark of 
distinction, organized a military staff 
from among the leading pupils, rank- 
ing them as lieutenant, captain, ma- 
jor, colonel, brigadier general, major 
general, etc. | 

Professor Wilson was an East Ten- 
nessean, and like many of the moun- 
taineers of that section, was not in 
sympathy with the south and the 
Slaveholding aristocracy. He tried to 
conceal his disloyalty, but a few in- 
discreet utterances, brought threats of 
violence once or twice. He, how- 
éver, suppressed any outspoken ex- 
pressions of his sympathies until Gen- 
eral Sherman reached Atlanta on his 
march to the sea, when he joined the 
Union army, and proceeded to Savan- 


nah. He was employed in the cus- 


. toms house until he lost his position 


during President Cleveland’s 
istration. 


admin- 


He thereupon made an appeal to 
his old pupils, then members of the 
Atlanta board. of education, for em- 
ployment in the Atlanta public 
schools. Remembering his past serv- 
ices in training many Atlanta boys, 
they invited him to come to Atlanta. 
They forgave his disloyalty to the 
south, and elected him principal of 
the Marietta street grammar school. 
Here he served the city with satisfac- 
tion until his death. 

Distinguished Pupils. 

One of Professor Wilson’s’ most 
brilliant pupils who attended his 
school in 1862-63, was Major Gen- 
rar Useoree 5S. Noyté. we was 4 
nephew of Col. R. J. Cowart, a lead- 
ing lawyer and politician. Colonel 
Cowart induced Gen. P. B. M. Young, 
our representative in congress at that 
time, to name George as a cadet from 
Our congressional district in West 
Point Military academy, the first ap- 
pointee to the academy from the 
south after the War Between the 
States! 


Hoyle’s Reception and Career at 
West Point. 

There prevailed at West Point, at 
that time, a very hostile feeling to- 
wards the people of the south by the 
cadets of the academy, every one of 
whom was narthern born, and young 
George Hoyle encountered a difficult 
situation, but he faced it with manly 
courage. Slighting allusions to the 
southern people were of daily occur- 
rence. George Hoyle made no apol- 
Ogies, but resented every insult with 
a stinging rejoinder and a strong right 
arm. Personak combats were of fre- 
quent occurrence. In nearly all of 
these Hoyle was the victor. His loy- 
alty to his section and his readiness 
to defend it against aspersion and de- 


traction soon won the admiration of 
the student body, and he was gradu- 
ated with honors, and one of the most 
popular students in the academy. 

He was assigned to cavalry service 
in the west where he rapidly rose in 
the service from lieutenant to major 
of his regiment. After a long period 
he was retired from service because 
of ill health. Returning to his old 
home, his health improved, and he 
was made recruiting officer in At- 
lanta. He resided at College Park. 
One afternoon, going to his home, as 
he was descending from the railroad 
coach he was killed by an incoming 
train. 

Major Hoyle, to a splendid physi- 
que, added a charming manner, and 
was a brilliant and fascinating con- 
versationalist. He was an industrious 
student of life, history and philoso- 
phy, in a diligent search after the ‘se- 
cret of life and death. Wavering be- 
tween the school of materialism and 
spiritualism he died an agnostic. 

A Distinguished Brother. 

Another distinguished Wilson pu- 
pil was General Eli Hoyle, a younger 
brother of Major Hoyle. Soon after 
George Hoyle’s admission to West 
Point Military academy, Eli was ap- 
pointed a cadet from Alabama. He, 
too, won distinction at West Point 
and in the west. His promotion was 
rapid, and he was sent to the Philip- 
pines, where, by gallant service, he 
won a brigadier generalship. After 
the termination of the Spanish war 
he was located on Governor’s Island, 
New York. Several of his daughters 
married prominent officers in the 
army. Unlike his distinguished broth- 
er, he was a devout church member 
and died on Governor’s Island, after 
leading a consecrated Christian fife. 

A Distinguished Civilian. 

A third pupil of Professor Wilson 
to achieve eminence was John Mc- 
Naught, and his career is evidence of 
Professor Wilson’s astute insight into 


character and his powers of prophecy. 
John McNaught, still living, is the son 
of the late Wm. McNaught, one of At- 
lanta’s pioneer hardware merchants. 
One day at school Professor Wilson 
observed John sketching pictures of 
his desk when he should have been 
studying his lessons. ‘‘John,’’ said 
he, ‘“‘stop your playing, and get your 


lessons.” John obeyed, but in a few 
minutes Professor Wilson called 
again: 

“John, it’s true you have been 


neglecting your studies, but you have 
a redeeming virtue—you are always 
busy. I predict that you will have a 
creditable career.”’ 

The prophecy was verified. In a 
short while John went to the Pacific 
coast, where he became editor of one 
of San Francisco’s leading daily news- 
papers, and was pronounced one of 
the most eloquent orators in the west. 
Mr. Pulitzer, of the New York World, 
was quick ‘to discover his unusual tal- 
ents and employed him as co-editor 
of his St. Louis paper and later on 
the New York World in New York. 

Mr. McNaught is spending his de- 
clining years in Europe having resid- 
ed in Paris for several years. He mar- 
ried one of the most brilliant women 
on the Pacific coast. 

Other Successful Pupils. 

Besides the foregoing Professor 
Wilson taught Colonel John T. Glenn 
and Judge William R. Hammond, 
both distinguished lawyers. Colonel 
Glenn, for many years, was solicitor- 
general of the Atlanta circuit, and 
Judge Hammond was judge of the 
Superior court. 

Surviving Pupils. 

So far as the writer is informed 
there are only a few survivors of 
Professor Wilson’s -school, _ viz.: 
Charles Heinz, John Heinz, Isaac 
Brady and Burgess Smith, of Atlanta; 
Otto Braumuller, of New York; 
John J. McDonough, of Savannah, 
and John McNaught, of Paris.

It has 
been his peculiar good fortune since 
to have long-continued discussions of 
large problems with an exceptional 
number of fellow-seekers after truth

ature, or practical life, as well as the

“The questions I discuss—what- 
ever be the value of the answers 
which I seem to myself to have found 
—are living questions to’ every hu- 
man being; and I shall have failed in 
my object if this book is intelligible 
only to philosophers, scientists and 
theologians. It is addressed in the 
first instance to the man who has no 
special training in any of these sub- 
ects. That the book as a whole will 
prove easy reading, | am fairly con- 
fident.”’ 

I can but suspect that the author’s 
discussion will not appear as crystal- 
clear to the average man as he thinks. 
Nevertheless there is a_ sufficient 
amount of that. which is clear to en- 
courage the reader to study to un- 
derstand that which on first reading 
is rather obscure. 

The volume is a masterful defense 
of the religious faith and is free from 
the suspicion of making a mere par- 
tisan plea. In the first chapter the 
author shows the unreasonableness of 
an easy-going acceptance of the ma- 
terial and the rejecting of the. spir- 
tual. “But if matter is not solid at 
all, if:in the last resort it can be re- 
solved into infinitesimal points. of 
electrical force—it no longer strikes 
the imagination as being so much 
more real than invisibilities like lite 
and thought.” 

The author reaches his climax of 
spiritual insight and forceful reason- 
ing in his closing chapter on immor- 
tality. 

“IT must make my choice. There 
are things which make tt hard to be- 
lieve in a living loving God. But re- 
tlection shows that it is harder still 


to accept the paradox that all is ac- 
iq

We would call on these ob- 
jectors to mention any fundamental 
religious truth which has not come to 
the world through the medium of ex- 
perience. In what way has religious 
truth been conveyed to the world ex- 
cept through human experience? 

When Simon Peter had his experi- 
ence of Jesus and out of the vivid 
realization of it cried “Thou art the 
Christ the Son of the living God,” 
then came the answer, ‘‘Thou. art 
Peter, and on this rock, I will build 
my church.” 

The truths which Jesus revealed 
from the beautitudes to the Father- 
hood of God were first vitally real 
ized in His own experience. 

The author writes: “It is not argu- 
ment that people most need. They 
need to be confronted with spiritual 
reality. There argument ends. The 
fact is that many people are suffer- 
ing from an exclusive or one-sided in- 
tellectualism. 

It is a malady often met with in 
our modern worlds It is not the way 
to deal with these people to. give 
them  argeumentable  discourses® or 
books on evidence. The only *ulti- 
mate cure of unbelief, it need§S to be 
remembered, is the cure of the nature 
which harbors it. What these people 
need is not Jess intellectuality, but 
more, much more of spirituality.

Massachusetts case with intense in- 
terest. 

And in the meanwhile, Mrs. Skeels, 
who had been dividing her time be- 
fween Massachusetts and New Jersey, 
had been carrying on a romance with 
Alfred Lundgren, of Andover. Lund- 
gren was 35 years old, and so remark- 
able a woman was Mrs. Skeels that he 
believed her to be about the same age 
when, in fact, she was some fitteen 
ye. ars older. 

The romance ripened in the midst 


of the darkening cloud of the two 
murder investigations and the pair 
set their wedding day for August 
26, T9TS. 

But on August 26th, Mrs. Skeels 
was arrested and charged with mur- 
dér. 

Mrs.- Skeels hired a very capable 


lawyer, Daniel J. Daley. He suc- 
ceeded in winning delay after delay. 
While New Jersey, which had indict- 
ed the woman for the murder of her 
brother, Albert, waited impatiently 
for results in Massachusetts, the case 
dragged on until the following 
June, 1919. 

In the meanwhile, Mrs. Skeels had 
again become a bride. She was mar- 
ried to the faithful Lundgren 'n the 
Brooks hospital in Brookline, Mass., 
in the spring of 1919. 

The trial took place in the Essex 
county courthouse at Lawrence, with 
Judge ‘Webster Thayer, who later 
came into world prominence in con- 
nection with the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 
presiding. The proceedings tasted 
twenty-two days. 

Why the defendant had killed Miss 
Gay the commonwealth reluctantly 
admitted it did not know. 

Attorney General Henry C. Att- 
will, in charge ot the prosecution, 
summoned witness after witness in his 
effort to establish proof of crime. 
Atter a medical examiner had _ testi- 
fied that Miss Gay’s death had been 
caused by arsenic poisoning, Attwill 
called to the stand Dr. Alexander O 
CGettler, the New York chemist who 
has figured in so many poison cases. 


Dr. Gettler testified that 473 grains 
of. lead had been found in the body 
of the detendant’s. brother in Bay- 
onne. 

The prosecution poimted out to the 
jury that the defendant had attended 
her brother in his illness 

The high point of the trial came 


when the defendant, still sitting prop- 
ped up | in her pillowed chair, testified 


re 


in her own defense. So low did she 
speak that the chair had to be moved 
closer to the jury box. 

Mrs. Lundgren denied all the 
charges, and denied also that she had 
used Fowler’s solution for Miss Gay’s 
skin disease. 

Attorney Daley assailed the state’s 
failure to produce an adequate mo- 
tive. He waved the so-called heirs 
looms, the sheets, the gloves. the 
hallowed pair of socks in the air and 
demanded of the jury if they were 
going to convict his client of mure 
der for love of these articles. 

“When one kills, one must have a 
motive,” the fiery counsel shouted. 
Then snatching a tattered rug, which 
had belonged to Miss Gay, accord- 
ing to the police, and had been found 
in Mrs. Skeels’ room, he kicked it 
about the courtroom floor.
